Mr. Laing, during the vacations be-

During his school days ho was prom> 
Inent in hockey, basketball and foot- 
ball, and before entering college did a 
great deal to encourage high school 
athletics. At the same time he was an 
active helper in boys' work along this 
and other lines, as a member of the 
Y.M.C.A., Weetmount. During his 
c(. liege career he played senior foot- 
ball in the last series of «ntercoilegiate 
games, a nd was a member of the 
second basV.etball team of tlie l i i- 
versity; also while with the army, i;e 
won distinotion in boxing, field ath- 
letics and baseball. 

On account of enlistment in the 
early years of his course, he had no 
opportunity of taking much part in 
the various college societies, but th4 
.fact that on his return he was elect- 
ed vico-presldent of bis year goes to 
show the confidence of his fellows 
in his executive ability. Moreover, in 
so far as he was able to do so, he 
has taken a lively interest In all mat- 
ters pertaining to the welfare of the 
student body. 
To tho Studenta of McGill: 

Having been asked by a large num- 
ber of students (among them roauy 
who have taken a leading part -n 
connection With student affairs) to ac- 
cept nomination for the office of Presi- 
dent of the Students' Council, I have 
acceded to their request, and now tal.e 
this opportunity of presenting iny 
claims and soliciting your support. 

In these Snsettled times, when tlie 
main thouglit of every person should 
be how he can' best help to win the 
war, and in view, further, ot our re- 
duced numbers, and, consequently, 
diminished funds, it is evident that no 
nev/ ventures in student activ/ly can 
be made, and even little, it any, ex- 
pansion along present lines. It elect- 
ed, it will be my aim, however, to do 
everything in my power for the en- 
couragement of athletics in every de- 
partment to the fullest extent; with 
a view not only to senuring the de- 
sired results in outside matches, but 
more particularly for tho purpose of 
creating and maintaining general in- 
terest in all that tends to develop the 
physical welfare of the whole student 
bi dy. 

As regards the social life among our 
members, 1 maintain that the most 
rossible should be made of our Dp- 
portunities in this connection. There 
is no good reason why those who are 
debarred from participating In the 
actual conduct of the war should not 
take advantage of every means avail- 
able for improving themselves in ev- 
ery direction during their college 
course, so that they may be better 
fitted to perform the duties ot cltl- 
7enship along sane and broad and 
equitable lines, when the period of 
reconstruction comes; and among these 
opportuitities the cultivation of the 
social side (which iti largo measure 
means also the broadening side) is 
one of the most important 

In this advocacy of athletics and 
social life I do not lose eight of the 
main purpose of a student's enrolment 
a-. McGlll. I only plead for a well- 
balanced student life. 

Apart from what I have referred to, 
thtro are three things that would spe- 
cially engage my attention, nameiy: 
(1) the bringing of returned soldiers, 
pnrtlcularly university men, l-.itci 
closer touch with the student hody 
through the McOill Canadian Club, 
and in other ways, so that we may be 
better Informed of the needs of tno 
situation and the adms and prospects 
ol the Allied nations; (2) the putting 
forth of every legitimate effort, to !n- 
ditce former students who have >!i<- 
listed, to resume their studies rather 
than be turned away in some other 
direction, and also to encourage those 
who were partially or quite ready lor 
entranee before enlistment, to en'er 
on a collesi" career, and thereby help 
til fill tlie places of our brave chums 
will) liave snrrificed their lives for 
1.1,1 lominnn country. |3) To eiicour- 
a:;e .ind aid, if it is foi'iid fcasiM'i. 
•he raising of Mc(;ill artillery or other 
drafts, so that they may go and he'p 
the McOill men who have gone be- 
fore. 

As the nominee of no clique or party 
I shall, If elected, pursue a broad 
iind unbiased course in all questions 
tiiat may come before the Coimcll tor 
dtttehnination, freedom from any en- 
tangling alliances being the first «.«- 
sential to the consideration of aty 
matter on Its merits alone, and with* 
out fear or favour.
